WM. SHAW AND SEN. WEEKS 
Ballardvale Controvertionalist Cites 


Authorities He Deems 
Satisfactory. 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

In the Townsman for November Ist, 
you accuse me of making misstatements 
with reference to Senator Weeks’ record 
on the Shipping Bill, the Water Power 
Bill, and the Soldiers and Sailors Insu- 
rance Bill. 

The circular signed by me charged 
Senator Weeks with having voted 
against the establishment of the Ship- 
ping Board. My authority for that 
statement is the Congressional Record, 
page 12,804, August 18, 1916, which 
reads as follows:—‘‘The Senate, as in 
Committee of the whole, resumed the 
consideration of the bill (if. R. 15,455) 
to establish a United States shipping 
board for the purpose of encouraging 
developing, and creating a naval auxi- 
liary and naval reserve, and a merchant 
marine to meet the requirements of the 
United States with its Territories and 
possessions and with foreign and inter- 
state commerce of the United States; 
and for other purposes.”’ Vote: Yeas 
38, Navs 21, Not voting 36. Weeks 
voled ** Nay.” 

I further stated that Senator Weeks 
voted for the Shields Water Power Bill, 
which bill bestowed water privileges 
upon practically a perpetual private 
ownership basis. The Senate twice 
passed this bill, but it was defeated 
in the House. It has been vigorously 
opposed by Gilford) Pinchot and his 
associates, working for the conservation 
of our natural resources. The vote 
on the Shields Water Power Bill, 8S. C. R. 
December 141, 1917, page 300, was Yeas 
46, Nays 18, Not voting 31. Weeks 
voted ** Yea.” 

I further charged Senator Weeks with 
voting for the reduction of benefits of 
the Soldiers and Sailors Insurance. The 
record is as follows:—S. C. R. page 
7,753, October 4,  1917:—(Question) 
“Mr. President; I am informed. that 
there is a misunderstanding as to the 
question at issue. I make a parliamen- 
tary inquiry. ‘Those who desire that 
the maximum amount of insurance be 
$10,000 will vote ‘Nay,’ and those that 
who desire that it shall be $7,500 will 
vote ‘Yea,’ Is that correct?”’ ‘Answer, 
The Président: ‘That is correct.’ Vote: 
Yeas 16, Nays 40, Not voting 40. Weeks 
voted “Yea.” 

I know of no higher authority than 
the Congressional Record, with re- 
ference to the votes of our Senators, 
and it was upon that record that I based 
my charges. [Every statement that I 
saw in the public press from Senator 
Weeks, with reference to these and other 
criticisms of his votes in Congress, was 
evasive and unsatisfactory. 

Your personal opinion as to my type 
of mind, is not of the slightest conse- 
quence to me; but a charge of mis repre- 
sentation—which is only a camouflage 
for lying—is a more serious matter. For 
your information, however, may I say 
further that I did not oppose Senator 
Weeks simply because of his opposition 
to the National Prohibition Amend- 
ment. “I opposed him because I believe 
from his record, that he is entirely out 
of sympathy with modern movements 
and incapable of handling justly the 
great questions that will grow out of the 
world war. He is a political and eco- 
nomic autocrat, and therefore disquali- 
fied to represent modern democracy, 
for the establishment of which millions 
of men have given their lives. 

His vote on Equal Suffrage shows 
that. Women today are filling almost 
every position that in the past has been 
filled by men in industry. They stand 
side by side with men in education, in 
social service, in practically every walk 
in life; but Senator Weeks does not con- 
sider them qualified to stand by his side 
at the ballot box, the only place where 
democracy registers its will. 

With Senator Weeks, the old principle 
that the rights ef property are supreme 
still holds good. He does not seem to 
realize that a new day,has dawned, when 
the interests of the people take prece- 
dence of property, and the making of 
men is more important than the making 
of money. His record in Congress con- 
sistently showed that he is with the 
vested interests and against the common 
rights of the people. His votes on the 
Popular Election of Senators and the 
verdict of the people, Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 5, showed why he was opposed to 
such election. His votes with reference 
to taxing incomes and war-profits, the 
creation of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, and the Clayton Act, the Rural 
Credits Bill and the extension of the 
Parcel Post all bear witness to the above 
fact. Those who are looking for a 
reason for the defeat of Senator Weeks 
need search no further.

The Honor Roll now contains fifty- 
three names, the latest being that of 
Corporal Charles P. Gould, P.A. °16, 
who was killed in France while serving 
with the 107th Infantry, formerly the 
7th Regiment of the New York National 
Guards. 


Dr. Stearns has recently received two 
letters from Mr. Daly of the faculty, the 
last dated October 29, written during 
the hard fighting which the American 
troops experienced in the Argonne sec- 
tion shortly before the signing of the 
armistice. Mr. Daly says:— 

“The Boches are putting their best 
against us. However, they are not good 
enough to stop our doughboys. They 
have vast numbers against us and they 
have the forest and swamp as a natural 
protection. They also leave the country 
all about in a very bad condition when 
they do move back, so you can see the 
difficulties under which our men are 
working. I don’t believe any troops 
could go faster in this region than our 
troops are going now. No troops could 
have better feelings or morale than ours. 
I hate to think of what would have 
happened this last spring but for the 
Yanks. Their attacks, without baggage 
and many times with no hats or coats 
and sleeves rolled up, yelling like mad- 
men, made the Boche give up by hun- 
dreds and thousands. They never saw 
that before.”

ORGAN DEDICATION 


Rebuilt Organ in P. A. Chapel To Be 
Dedicated by M. Joseph Bonnet 
December 12 


M. Joseph Bonnet, who will dedicate 
the rebuilt organ in the chapel of Phil- 
lips Academy on Thursday evening, 
December 12, at eight o’clock sharp, 
was born in Bordeaux where his father 
was organist of the church of St. Eulalie. 
All the members of his family were 
artists or musicians. He tried the organ 
for the first time in his father’s church 
when nine years of age, though he had 
studied piano several years prior to this. 
He began the study of organ with his 
father, At fourteen he was appointed 
organist at the church of St. Nicholas. 
Shortly after this he went to Paris, 
where he studied with Guilmant at the 
Conservatoire and gained a_ brilliant 
Premier Prix for organ and improvi- 
sation. 

By unanimous vote of the jury, he 
was awarded the celebrated post of 
organist of the church of St. Eustache 
in Paris over many competitors. Many 
artists and writers, among them d’An- 
nunzio and Rodin, sought and gained 
inspiration during delightful evening 
hours spent in the darkened church 
listéning to. Bonnet play. 

After Guilmant’s death, Bonnet was 
asked to succeed him in the position as 
organist of the Sociate des Concerts du 
Conservatoire. 

Bonnet has a remarkable memory, 
his repertoire comprising the whole of 
literature. He has given numberless 
recitals throughout France, England, 
Switzerland, Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many. 

H. T. Finck, writing in the New York 
Post says: ‘Bonnet is not only an 
artist. and virtuoso,,but a scholar and 
profound musician of the highest attain- 
ments. Since the memorable visit of 
Guilmant, nothing has been heard here 
to compare with the work Bonnet is 
doing.”

Letter bois Andover Boy in France 


The following is from a letter re- 
cently received from Private Harold 
Larkin of Battery F, 102nd Field Ar- 
tillery, in France. 

“The good health still continues with 
the old Andover bunch, and in fact there 
is very little sickness in the entire bat- 
tery, outside of colds of course, which 
cannot be helped where one is constantly 
surrounded by such dampness. 

At this time of the year, especially, 
one has to take all the precautions that 
are possible in order to avoid sickness, 
and it is no easy job where one inhabits 
the wood as we do, with nothing but a 
mere shelter tent to protect us from wind 
and rain. 

But far be it from us to grumble at 
this stage of the game, and as long as we 
know that the Huns are suffering more 
than we are, the easier it will be for us to 
brave these hardships. The ones in 
front of us now seem rather stubborn at 
times, but from all accounts today I 
think that the proposition can no longer 
be called a tough one. 

“T cannot tell you definitely just 
what front we are driving on now, but 
after telling you that we are located on 
that part of the front that has been the 
scene of some of the bloodiest battles of 
the whole war, I think that you will have 
a vague idea. And then again it can be 
truthfully stated that the greatest re- 
sistance of the entire’ line has “been 
directly in front of us and all the 
prisoners that have been captured state 
that they have been ordered to hold 
this line at all costs. But regardless of 
their determined efforts, it looks as if 
they will have to be making prepara-

The first of the three:—‘*How can 
God be good and powerful, and allow 
all these sufferings?”’ We refer to it as 
proof of the apparent fact that faith 
in a good and mighty God was in danger 
of perishing in the souls of millions 
in these four years past. 

Had we,—the Allies—been beaten; 
while fighting for what we were, against 
what our enemies purposed, our God 
would have been a beaten God. A 
beaten God is no god. We have opened 
our eyes this November to see the 
throngs of marching thousands, and to 
hear them singing songs of victory. 

All the miracles are not of Ancient 
history. ‘“‘No  philosopher,’’ says a 
hard-headed Englishman, “Can explain 
English history on purely Human 
grounds. It just happened!” For all 
our professors, America just happened! 
Not a military expert in Europe now, 
can tell why both France and England 
were not utterly beaten in 1914 and 15. 
It just happened! ‘It was the Lord’s 
doing and it was marvelous in our eyes.”” 

Our God is not beaten and discredited, 
He is marching on. Our faith lives. 
Thank God, this Thanksgiving day, for 
that. 

Too, that the World has in this hour 
| of hours the Eternal Gospel of Christ 
(1.) to guide, (2.) to comfort, and (3.) 
to inspire. 

The armistice is signed. Peace will 
be.—But the next ten and more years 
might easily be a kind of new Dark 
Ages. It will be, unless we have a 
proper guide. 

We have our Statesmen, and Soldiers 
and Scientists,—the equal of any of 
the Past. Our assurance of safety does 
not lie in past ideas of statesmanship, 
or military ideals, or the thunderbolts 
of Modern Science. It rests in the signs 
to be read in all quarters of the fullest 
realization of the Salvation which is 
in Him who said:—“Follow me. I am 
the Way, the Truth, the Life.—” We 
have found our Guide. 


And our means of comfort and conso- 
lation. —‘* When the Boys come Home” 
—what a_song!—It is worth singing. 
But—!! There are some 50,000 Ameri- 
can boys who will hot come home. 
There are 650.000 Englishmen who will 
not come home. There are. 1,000,000 
Frenchmen. In‘ that, is the only voice 
that begs our pity for our enemies. 
Victory and Death are tolerable. Death 
and Defeat—what Human Spirit can 
endure that! 


Millions are bound to ask with little 
Peterkin:—‘‘ But what good came of 
it?” The old answer will neither com- 
fort nor console millions:—‘‘ Why, that 
I cannot tell,’’ quoth he; ‘But ‘twas 
a famous victory.” Thére is but one 
source of consolation that will long 
console:—‘“Let not your hearts be 
troubled. I am the resurrection and-the 
life. Whosoever, believeth in me shall 
never die.”” ‘We lift our tear-stained 
faces heavenward and say:—‘‘Lord, 
we believe. Help Thou our unbelief.— 
Make us believe with a belief which 
shall not grow dim, though we walk 
through the valley of the shadow of 
death. ” 

Finally there is the right Inspiration 
followed by the right aspirations. Our 
present World is beautiful rather than 
the opposite: Life here is sweet, though 
in some instances, mankind has been as 
wicked as the most orthodox have 
seemed to dream. 


But what has been our Inspiration 
in the past?—‘‘ Our” means the multi- 
tudes; not the few who may have had 
the right Inspiration, and aspirations. 
Ecclesiastese answers,—so we think. 

Education has been the way of Life 
for the Youth of many lands. But 
according to Ecclesiastese, King Solo- 
mon having won his degree in his 
youth said—What!—‘This is LIfe!” 
No:—this is all vanity, a chasing’ after 
the wind. Then wealth, after education 
and by means of it.—Isn’t that Ameri- 
can? But Solomon said it isn’t life. It 
too is vanity. The most bored people 
we ever knew, were returned people 
with a diploma and independent income 
at fifty! 

One thing more: “I gave my heart 
to pleasure!’’—The result, the same. 
We may not all have been driving 
Education and Wealth and Pleasure, 
tandem as King Solomon is presumed to 
have done. Many of us never had more 
than one of these, and that not of a 
covetable kind. But these three have 
been the Ideals of all too many. 


They turned to ashes for King Solo- 
mon. Also for King William 11. Also 
for a lot who fought against him; and 
some who did not fight at all. That 
was the world sickness which finally re- 
sulted in the outbreak of madness 
which swept 10,000,000 guilty and 
innocent into untimely graves, 1914-18! 

There is a sentence in the New Test 
which begins: —‘‘This is Life Eternal!’ 
Notice:—not life for three score years 
and ten;—but Life Eternal. What is 
the ending of the sentence? Not like 
the beginning of Ecclesiastese:—Not: 
This is Life Eternal to know Astronomy, 
Geography, French and German. No 
more is it ‘‘to have $100,000,” or 
“$100,000,000.”" It is not even “to 
have a glorious good time and be a jolly 
good fellow.” 

The ending of the sentence from the 
Book: that is to afford us the right 
Inspiration is somewhat like the ending 
of Ecc. It is: “to know God and 
Jesus Christ whom He hath sent.” 

If we are not mistaken now, Chris- 
tendom is nearer to the acceptance of 
that sentence,—nearer now,—than ever 
since it was uttered. Other things have 
failed us; the failure has been disastrous. 
Therefore we thank God for a gospel 
which holds a_ better Inspiration,— 
a holier and more lasting Aspiration:— 
the Knowledge of God as it is in Jesus 
Christ. For Peace; for a living faith; 
for the gospel to guide, console and in- 
spire we thank God today.

Andover seems to have gained the 


habit. Each “drive” has driven the 
drive before it a little farther and 
faster. Nevertheless, the campaign 


just over owes much of itssuccessto the 
driving power of Frederick H. Jones in 
the center of the town, William Shaw 
in Ballardvale, and Principal Stearns 
and Miss Bailey in the two academies. 
Abbot Academy made a proud record.

Mr. Jones. He planned, and he plan- 
ned largely and firmly. 

But the four leaders just mentioned 
would, if they were asked, pass praise 
on from themselves to others. There 
is a risk in speaking of others among the 
many who contributed to the grand re- 
sult; but perhaps it is safe to name the 
following factors of great helpfulness. 

1. The actual canvassers,—a large 
number who did faithful and admirable 
work. Their names will be found~in 
another column. 

2. The especial efficiency with which 
St. Augustine’s Church was organized 
for the campaign. The Church as a 
whole and the Knights of Columbus 
did together a remarkably fine piece of 
work. 

3. The Victory boys and_ girls, 
with Mr. Sanborn as chairman. They 
gave or subscribed the large sum of 
$915; and it is right to add that nearly 
half of this came from the boys and 
girls in St. Augustine’s parish. 

4. The courtesy of the Andover 
Press and of the Townsman. The

Dear Ma:— 


I am finé and I hope you and the 
family are the same. While I was in the 
U. S., I often made fun of the Salvation 
Army, but I ‘never will again. Last 
night I rode about twenty-two miles on 
a truck with my regiment. and while we 
were waiting for ‘the trucks to take us 
back, a fellow told me that just around 
the corner a short ways I could get a 
swell feed. Well I was hungry, so .1 
got a few more of my Buddies, seven 
more. After the feed we came*back full 
of beans, coffee, bread and onions and 
no company or trucks could we find. Of 
course we didn’t know the way back 
and the rain poured down something 
wicked. 

We walked awhile and then we went 
to a door to find a map or get some 
information. A tall fellow came to the 
door and we went up.and asked him if 
he had a map and explained the case to 
him. He said, “bring your comrades in 
and we'll see what we can do.” So 
when we got in we soon saw we were in 
the Salvation Army.

Industrial Education in the Present 


Crisis 


“The Republic, the world, and the 
Kingdom of God, need not only brave 
soldiers, but intelligent, skillful, self- 
respecting reliable, unselfish workers. 
We cannot have too many of them. 
From them, as well as from the more 
intellectually educated, will come the 
aristocracy of the future—an_ aristo- 
cracy not of birth, but of worth—an 
aristocracy of the true leaders that 
every successful democracy demands 
and sooner or later discovers.” 

Dr. James E. Gregg, principal of 
Hampton Institute, thus summed up 
his survey of ‘Industrial Education in 
the Present Crisis’’, in a recent address 
delivered in Raleigh, N. C., before the 
National Convention of Congregational 
Workers among Colored People. Dr. 
Gregg also said: 

‘The United States Government is , 
discovering the need of soldier-mechan- ;
